Waged by the Powers. 


London, 
Dec. 
I.- While in official 
circles In London b is admitted that 
the powers do not expect the sultan 
to yield as the result of the occupa­ 
tion of M ytilene, 
it is stated that 
plans for the next step have not been 
definitely arranged, the ether pow'th 
■ waiting the British proposals. 
The foreign office says that the Brit­ 
ish governm ent does not know exactly 
the extent of tho coercion which the 
other powers .are willing to employ, 
but 
it 
is certain 
that none of the 
powers is w illing to resort to actual 
warfare in order to enforce the de­ 
mands fur the 
financial 
control 
of 
Macedonia. 
This view of the situation makes it 
quite possible that demonstration by 
occupation may proceed som ewhat in­ 
definitely. 
The present political situa­ 
tion in the t oited Kingdom naturally 
increases the reticence in official cir­ 
cles here. and as Great Britain is tak­ 
ing a lead, tim m ovem ents of the de­ 
m onstrating beet may tie delayed for 
som e time, pending th e decision of 
the cabinet concerning its resignation 
or the dissolution of parliament. 
The governm ent 
has received 
In­ 
formation from Sofia through official 
sources that the Macedonian com m it­ 
tee has issued w hat is practically an 
ultimatum that unless the dem onstra­ 
tion of the powers shall be carried to 
a successful issue, the revolutionaries 
are prepared to announce that they 
Intend to create a situation which will 
he certain to result in a war between 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 
It is well known that Bulgaria has 
been preparing for eventualities since 
the revolution of !90,*5. 
An accord hav­ 
ing 
been reached 
betw een 
Bulgaria 
and Roumania concerning .Macedonia, 
these two governm ents are now pre­ 
pared to try conclusions with Turkey 
should tho n ecessity for such action 
arise.

Af a protracted cabinet council y es­ 
terday, long and serious consideration 
was given to an even graver problem, 
the general strike of the telegraph 
and postal em ployes, which hask-eom- 
pletely paralyzed the interior com m u­ 
nication of the empire a..d which if 
continued 
will 
mean 
nothing 
else 
than 
the 
econom ic 
and 
industrial 
death of Russia. 
Rumors are flying thick and fast 
today that f o u n t W itte has decided to 
sacrifice M. Durnovo, the acting min­ 
ister of the interior, whose action in 
discharging th e leaders of the em ­ 
ployes brought on the strike. 
It Is 
believed, however, that M. Durnovo 
will be given a final opportunity to 
rectify his error. 
Accordin', to telephonic information 
from Mosel w the telegraphers there 
approached Baron Milem, the prefect 
wt'o prurrffsed to present & petition for 
the reem ploym ent oi those who had 
been discharg ed if w o rk was im m edi­ 
ately rec o m m e n c e d . 
T h e government 
perhaps will accept this egress from 
its difficulty in this regard. 
T h e interru p tio n of th e tel eg raph ic 
c om m unic atio n 
with 
th e interi or is 
complete and th e Associated P r e s s is 
able 
to forward 
foreign 
d ispatc hes 
only by special a rr a n g e m e n t. 
The situation at St. P e te r s b u r g was 
e xtr em ely t e n s e ye st erd ay. 
In the 
absence of definite information from 
Sebastopol th e wildest ru m o rs were 
In circulation in the city. 
A panic 
spread on the bourse and governm ent 
bonds dropp ed heavily. 
The government finally recognized 
that it was a tactical m istake to hold 
up the news, but the official announce­ 
ment of its victory at Sebastopol cam e 
too late to und o a gre at deal of harm. 
T h e dispatches sh ow thai th e resist­ 
ance of the mutineers when they were 
convinced that the government meant 
business and could count on the active 
support of the troops in the forts, w as 
faint-hearted. 
As the Otchakoff fired 
only half a dozen shots before hauling 
down its flag, the dam age to the city 
of Sebastopol may be far less than 
had been expected. 
Lieutenant Schm idt and ut In i lead­ 
ers of the m utineers probably expect 
a short shrift, and it is certain that 
the government 
will show them no 
leniency. 
Lieutenant Schmidt for a 
short time com m anded one of the tor­ 
pedo boats built for Russia by Lewis 
Nixon. 
He is well known >o Mr 
Nixon, who sa y s he is rattlebrained 
and Incompetent. 
The lieutenant was 
retired a few w eeks ago on account of 
his participation in toe revolutionary 
propaganda.

NOT TAK EN SERIOUSLY 


Sultan’s Warning of Probable Upris­ 


ing Creates No Apprehension. 


Constantinople, Dec'. I.— The para­ 
graph in the sultan’s note in reply to 
the ultimatum of the powers contain­ 
ing a warning that ihe action of the 
powers in resorting to a naval dem on­ 
stration might precipitate an internal 
uprising against the Christian popula­ 
tion of Turkey has created no uneasi­ 
ness bere. 
Welt informed persons 
say that such a clause was to be e x ­ 
pected. 
There may be disturbances 
In the provinces when the occupation 
of Mitylene becom es known, but it is 
not likely that anything serious will 
occur. 
The sultan is too clever to per­ 
mit any act that might bring the fleet 
to Constantinople. 
It is again persistently rumored that 
Ferid Pasha, the grand vizier, is about 
to be dismissed. 
This is taken to 
mean that the sultan is seeking an 
excu se for giving way, a change o f 
policy being freq u en cy preceded by 
a change in the head of the temporal 
governm ent 
The blam e for the fail­ 
ure of a policy is alw ays thrown on 
the outgoing grand vizier.

London. Dec. I.— Thanksgiving day 
was celebrated in London in the time- 
honored manner by a reunion of lead­ 
ing Americans at a banquet in the 
grand hall of the Hotel Cecil. 
Among 
those present was Ambassador Reid. 
who in responding gracefully w elcom ­ 
ed the English guests, who he said 
“helped to com plete the family reun­ 
ion.” 
lf they chanced to notice the 
American 
eagle 
flapping his 
wings 
during the evening 
he hoped they 
would think better of the bird on that 
account and at the sam e time under­ 
stand that 
Am ericans present 
were 
fully aware that the British lion was 
“carrying on business at the sam e old 
stand." 
After defending the use of the term 
“Am erica” as applied to the United 
States, quoting from Pitt, Fox, Burke 
and Daniel Webster, who so used it, 
thus absolving the present generation 
from the charges of undue assum p­ 
tion, Mr. It* id said that the thought 
uppermost in the minds of Americans 
who everyw here were celebrating the 
festival, was pride in her prosperity 
at home and in her renown abroad, 
profound gratitude for the blessings 
of peace, gratitude that it had pleased 
Providence that 
America should be 
helpful in bringing peace to others, 
and, above all, gratitude that there 
was now no cloud on tho national hori­ 
zon and that Amt-m a had not an en­ 
em y in the world. 
Mr. Reid paid a tribute to President 
Roosevelt. 
He said that the pride of 
Americans in the president was not 
the pride of party, but of the patriots 
in all parties, b ecau se the mutations 
of politics had brought to the front 
and kept in the front such a type of 
American as was now known to the 
world as Theodore Roosevelt. 
Concluding with a Ane peroration, 
the a m b a s s a d o r said: 
“It is a goodly 
land the Lord o u r God has given us. 
Thus far have we com e with the hand 
of our God upon uh. 
Such were the 
pious phrases which on these occa­ 
sions Our fathers w ere wont to use. 
I close with one in a similar vein from 
an English nee: 
......... 
" ‘Lord God of Hosts, lie with us yet.
